SECTION  C. 


WATER. 


A  Bacteriological  examination  of  both  sources  of 
supply  has  been  made  twice  during  the  yeaY>  and  in  botb  cases 
the  water  was  found  to  be  of  a  high  standard  of  bacterial 

purity. 


Quantity  -  Owing  to  an  excessive  dry  period  (annual 
rainfall  4y  inches  below  average)  both  the  supplies  from  Ash 
Hill  and  Caldecote  were  very  considerably  reduced.  Full 
supply  was  only  maintained  between  February  and  July.  Per 
the  rest  of  the  year  tjie  supply  was  curtailed,  and  during  part 
of  November  was  limited  to  9  hours.  In  view  of  the  shortage 
the  Council  placed  before  the  Ministry  of  Health  a  scheme  for- 
supplementing  the  Caldecote  supply ,  by  extending  the  Catchment 
Area.  The  Ministry  could  net  agree  to  ehis  work  being 
performed  at  the  present  time,  but  consented  to  an  alternative 
scheme ,  of  lowering  the  catchment  tubes  in  the  existing  area. 
The  Council  have  contracted  for  this  w/ork  to  be  carried  out, 
and  the  work  will  be  commenced  early  in  the  New  Year.  It  is 
anticipated  thet  if  an  appreciable  amount  of  water  be  found, 
and  that  the  quality  is  of  the  same  poor  standard  as  that 
found  in  the  trial  holes,  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  the 
question  of  additional  softening  end  sterilising  plant.

House  Refuse.  Scavenging  has  continued  with  fort¬ 
nightly  collections  as  last  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

There  has  been  very  little  infectious  disease 
in  the  District  during  the  year. 

4  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  wf we  notified.  The  ages 
of  these  cases  were  6,  7 ,  7  and  31  years  resnectively. 

One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  a  man 
aged  70.  He  7/as  admitted  to  hospital.  He  had  not  been 
immuni sed. 

Tuberculosi s . 


One  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  aged  6  was 

notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

72  children  under  5  were  immunised  during  the  year 
41  were  done  b$;  Private  Practitioner. 

31  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

No  children  between  5-13  years  were  dealt  with. 

Under  5  years  of  age. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1942'  184  children  had  been 

immunised 

During  1943  72  do. 

TOTAL  256 

The  estimated  population  is  322- 
This  gives  about  80%  of  the  children  under  5 
who  have  now  been  immunised. 

Between  5-15  years. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report  586  children  had  been 

dealt  with. 

The  estimated  population  is  800 

This  gives  a  percentage  of  73  immunised. 

The  scheme  I  outlined  in  my  Report  last  year  whereby 
children  under  5  could  be  immunised  by  their  own  doctors  was 
put  into  effect  early  in  the  year.  As  a  result  41  children  were 
done  under  this  scheme,  which  I  think  is  a  good  beginning.
